Clark County Jail takes seriously our obligation to protect the health and safety of professional 
and social visitors, staff, and inmates.  
 
With the risk of infection with COVID-19 remaining, we need your help to maintain a healthy 
jail environment. We ask that any professional or social visitor with the following conditions 
postpone their visit until the risk of transmitting illness is decreased.  
 
Jail personnel may deny inmate visiting for any person who is actively displaying these 
symptoms:  

• A new fever (100.5 or higher) or sense of having a fever?  
• A new cough that you cannot attribute to another health condition?  
• A new shortness of breath that you cannot attribute to another health condition?  
• A new sore throat that you cannot attribute to another health condition?  
• A new nasal congestion that you cannot attribute to another health condition?  
• New muscle aches (myalgias) that you cannot attribute to another health condition or 

that may have been caused by a specific activity (such as physical exercise)?  
• New fatigue that you cannot attribute to another health condition or that may have 

been caused by a specific activity?  
• Lost sense of smell (anosmia) or reduced ability to smell (hyposmia)?  
• Loss of sense of taste (ageusia)?  
• Reduced ability to taste sweet, sour, bitter, or salty things (hypogeusia)?
